With an anticipated $1.050,00<ho work 
with for fiscal year 1979-80, but $1,322,000 
requested from village departments for the 
coming year, the Antioch village board 
started the job of cutting down budget 
requests in a Finance committee meeting 
Monday night. 

After reviewing a long list of budget line 
items from different departments, a task 



that started about 8 p.m. arid went on into 
the night until 12:30 a.m., the board 
succeeded in reducing the budget about 
$141,000. 

That left about $150,000 left to trim away, 
from budget requests, a job that will be 
continued at 7 p.m. Wednesday, May 9; 

Chairman of the finance committee Don 
Amundsen supervised the proceedings, 
with each department individually 
pleading its case for anticipated funds 



needed in the coming year. 

Departments included in fuding were: 
the general corporate fund, /accounts and 
finance (including the eight percent village 
employee salary hike), police department, 
public works and buildings, street lights, 
health and sanitation, legal department, 
parks and recreation, street and bridge 
fund, fire department, insurance and bond 
redemption. 

Sources of anticipated income for the 



village include such items as sales tax, 
building and permit fees and traffic tickets. 
Mayor Michael Haley explained. 

With about} $1,050,000 to work with for 
next year, and. about $141,000 trimmed 
from an original budget request of 
$1,322,000 Monday night, the board will 
continue the task May 9 and attempt to cut 
away an additional $150,000 in order to 
stay within its budget. 



Questionnaire can help you reduce energy bills 



Would you like to reduce your winter 
heating or summer cooling bill this year 
tremendously? 

And wouldn't it be easy if someone could 
tell you specifically where your home is 
losing energy and then show you how you 
can save fuel costs? 

Each Antioch household now has that 
opportunity, and by spending five minutes 
with a questionnaire that they received last 
Sunday they can find out what their 
specific "home ene rgy problems are and 



what they can do about it. 

The questionnaires were hand-delivered 
to residents Sunday morning by Antioch 
Boy Scout troops. 

Accompanying the 29-question survey 
was a letter from Mayor Michael Haley 
explaining the program, which is co- 
ordinated by Michael Tccley. environmen- 
tal director for Antioch Grade School 
District 34. 

Through the program, residents are 
nsked to fill out the questionnaire which 



asks basic questions about your home, 
such as the type of windows you may have 
(diagrams of windows are included) or 
whether your home has a wood frame. ; 

The questions are very basic and are 
designed to help evaluate your' home's 
energy usage. Tceley said. 

A stamped; self-addressed envelope is 
provided with each form in order to return 
it to the Illinois institute of Natural 
Resources in Springfield. 

There, the forms will be evaluated and 




then sent back to Antioch, Teeley said. His 
office will then compile the results so that 
each household that sends the question- 
naire in can find out exactly what energy 
problems they may have. 

Teeley said the results of the surveys will 
be discussed with each participating 
resident, and later workshops will be held 
on energy usage in the home. 

"When we evaluate the forms, we'll tell 
each person, here's what this means, and 
here's what you can do about it." 'Teeley 
added. 

Teeley said he implemented a few\_ 
energy -conserving measures in his home 
this winter, and in three months saved 
SI 00 in heating costs alone. 

He said something as simple as putting 
in storm -windows or turning down 
thermostats in unused rooms can add up in 
savings in fuel costs. 

Teeley urged all residents to complete 
and mail in the questionnaires. 

Workshops for those who have any 
questions about the forms or any energy 
problems at all will be held tonigh' at 7 
p.m. in the Antioch Township^Library on 
Main St. and this Tuesday at 7 p.m. at 
Antioch High School.

Parents don't want kids transferred 



Several parents presented a petition to the District 34 
School Board of Education last week to reconsider the 
transfer of special education students from the Antioch 
Grade School to Channel Lake School next fall. 

Parents told the board that it would negatively affect 
their children if they were transferred from the Grade 
School and others argued that the children should not be 
bused out of town. 

Supt. Donald Skidmore last month had advised the 
board to transfer the special education classes temporarily 
until they were moved into the new W.C. Petty School 
probably sometime next winter in order to free the Library 
in the downtown Antioch Grade School. 

This would enable the school to begin a library program 
which the board had previously approved. 

'After reviewing the parents' petition, the grade school 
board decided to take the. matter under advisement and 
decide whether to transfer the children at the next board 
meeting, set for this Tuesday night. 

The board had previously approved the transfer at Dr. 
Skidmore 's recommendation last month. 

Also at the meeting, the board re-elected its president 
for the coming year, Call Heath, and elected its secretary 
for 1979-80, Jim Quedenfeld. 

They decided that business manager Ron Chilcote would 
assume the responsibilities of its previous" treasurer, Mark 
McKinney of the State Bank of Antioch, on July 1. 

Supt. Skidmore explained that this is a customary 



procedure in many school districts. 

Also at the meeting, the board tabled the issue of 
granting Band Director Larry Wagner permission to 
conduct a summer band program for fourth through eighth 
graders™ pending clarification of insurance coverage, 
Skidmore said.

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Post office decides 
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to set mail si 
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Size standards for envelopes, cards and other pieces of 
mail will become effective July 15, the Postal Service 
announced, following a Salt Lake City, Utah meeting of its 
Board of Governors. 

The Postal Service's governors also adopted a recom- 
mended seven-cent surcharge for oversized, and odd- 
shaped pieces of mail. ..;-*' 

The new size standards were recommended, by the 
Postal Rate Commission in April, 1976 and adopted shortly, 
after that by the Postal Service's Governors* 

It was "stipulated that they would not become effective 
until after the spring of 1978, giving customers at least two 
years to prepare for the change and exhaust their supplies 
of non-conforming envelopes and cards. 

The Governors directed that both the surcharge andjiew 
minimum size standards become effective on the same 
date. 

* This means that after July 15, pieces will be 
non-mailablc if they are less than three and one-half 
inches high, five Inches long, or seven thousandths (.007) 
of an inch thick. 

Subject to the seven-cent surcharge will be first-class 
mail weighing one ounce or less and single piece 
third-class mail of two ounces or less that exceed any of 
these dimensions: six and one-eighth inches high, eleven 
and one-half inches long, or one-quarter inch thick. 



ALSO SUBJECT TO the surcharge are odd-shaped 
pieces within the weight units noted above. The acceptable 
size ratio for such pieces is: the length must be between 
one and one-third times and two and one-half times the 
height. 

There arc two basic reasons for the new standards, the 
Antioch post office explained. The surcharge on oversized 
and odd-shaped pieces will reflect the extra costs of 
handling them. 

Because of their dimensions, they usually cannot be put 
through letter sorting machines. The upcoming prohibition 
on smaller mailing pieces and flimsy cards is based on the 
fact that they can become trapped in other mail, tear and 
jam mail processing machinery. And. as a result, other 
mail can be damaged. 

Thcire are some exceptions to the minimum-size. 
prohibition. If a piece is more than one-fourth of an inch 
thick it docs not have to measure at least three and 
one-half inches high or five inches long. 

Thicker pieces, such as film mailers can be mechanically 
culled from the "river" of letter mail moving through a 
post office's facing and cancelling equipment. " > 

Also exempted — from all but the minimum thickness 
standard — are keys, identification cards and tags. Film 
cartridge envelopes, if lightweight, will be subject to the 
surcharge.

Legislation creating a • commission to investigate 
wrongdoing by public officials has been filed today by Sen. 
Karl Berning, RrDeerfteld. ' 

Senate Bill 1035 would authorize the formation of a 
13-member body to look into alleged wrongdoing by both 
elected and appointive officials and employees of the state, 
local governments and school districts. 

The bill would give the commission subpoena power, 
and the right to secure evidence relevant to the matter 
under investigation. 

; According to the legislation, if the commission develops 
a substantial case of malfeasance, U would present its 
evidence to a State's Attorney or a U.S. District Attorney 
within the state. 

"The Commission also would have the authority to 
screen potential candidates for judge positions, if the state 
changes over from election to merit selection of judges. 
The idea has been alive for several years, and there is. a 



chance that it will happen, 

"If itdoes, my bill would put the screening power in the 

. hands of the commission, instead of in the hands of special 

interest groups and Ipbbying associations/' Berning said. 

The Public Integrity Commission would be comprised of 
a state central committeeman from both political parties, a 
certified public accountant, an attorney and a member 
representing agriculture, business and industry, labor, 
churches, veterans, ethnic groups, civic interests, women 
and another member selected by the others. ' „ ■ 

The bill also contains a provision for removing members 
for conflicts of interest in matters of public integrity. 

A ' Because allegations of wrongdoing in government are 
often 'complicated by political motives, there is a need for a 
representative commission to handle these matters. The., 
need for such a commission is long overdue," Berning 
said. '

encourage ? them to increase 
production. Surplus crops 
could be used to produce al- 
cohol fuel. Market prices for 
corn and grain would go up 
because of this added market 
expansion, but eventually gas- 
oline prices can come down 
and the dollar would be 
strengthened. 

We face two major hurdles, 
though, before gasohol can be 
used more extensively. First, 
we need more research to 
make alcohol production en- 
ergy-efficient. Second, we need 

^incentives for gasohol produc- 
tion and use. 

It's a simple fact that it 
takes energy to produce en- 
ergy. At this time, we're mov- 
ing toward more energy-effi- 
cient alcohol production, but 

' it still needs to be refined. 
Scientists at the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's North- 
ern Regional Research Center 
in Peoria are working on that 



problem, but their future 
progress is threatened because 
the President's Federal budget 
proposal for alcohol produc- 
tion research next year will 
be totally cut. This reduction 
in Federal funds for alcohol 
research is unacceptable. I 
have written a letter of pro- 
est to the Department of Ag- 
riculture and urged continued 
funding. 

Development of an alcohol 
fuel industry is still a risky 
enterprise; the present ca- 
pacity of the industry is quite 
small and gasohol still costs 
more than gasoline sold at 
service stations. But imported 
oil soon .will cost more than 
alcohol. 

Demand for gasohol will in- 
crease when it becomes a 
profitable product. To stimu- 
late demand, I offered an 
amendment last year to the 
energy tax bill that exempts 
gasohol from the 4-cent Fed- 
eral excise tax on gasoline. 

To qualify for the exemp- 
tion, a gasohol mixture must 
contain at least 10' percent 
alcohol, and the alcohol used 
• must be produced from* re- 
newable resources. My amend- 
ment was accepted by Con- 
gress and signed into : law by 
President Carter last October. 
Since then, gasohol sales have 
increased significantly.

We should all be aware of the Federal Gift Tax. You are 
allowed to ignore the gift tax as long as you' don't give 
any one person more than $3,000 in any one calendar year- 

As soon as you go over that limit, you become subject to 
the tax and all its reporting requirements. There are some 
things your attorney and accountant can do to reduce the 
impact of the tax but you've got to talk to them before you 
make the gift. 

The gift tax applies to value given away. It applies to 
anything you give away outright and also can apply to 
exchanges that are not equal. 

For example, if you sold a car worth 54,000 to your son 
for S4.000 in cash, you're fine. If you sold a $4,000 car. .to 
yOUf "s'ohTor S2rJ0,''fnai*s~notTn^qu^llrahs¥ciidn. The IRS 
can argue that you gave him a gift of the difference, 

They can impose the gift tax on the difference if it puts 
you over the $3,000 per year Jfmit.

You can get around this $3,000 annual limit if your son is 
married. You arc allowed to give up to $3,000 per year to 
any one person and up to $3,000 to that person's spouse as 
a separate person without incurring any gift tax. 

You should talk to your attorney or accountant before 
you do it though, to make sure you doit right. If the IRS 
considers ail of the gifts as having gone -to one spouse, it' 
can impose a gift tax on you. 

You can get around this limit further if you arc married 
too. You and your spouse can each give up to $3,000 to the 
same person without incurring any gift tax. 

Even if the property given was in your name only, your' 
spouse can sign a paper that will make it alright. You can 
give your son and his wife up to $6,000. Your spouse can 
give your son and his wife up to $6,000. So your family can 
give his family up to $12,000 without gift tax, and that 
docsn'.t count his. children. Again, this is something for 
"your attorney" of 'accountant to 'work out for you. 

It is common in estate planning to avoid inheritance 
taxes by giving some of your estate to your children while 
you arc still alive. If you do this within the annual 
exclusions allowed, you can avoid both the inheritance and 
the gift taxes. 

Be careful. The $3,000 annualexclusion was written into 
the law to allow for personal gifts; . Christmas gifts, 
birthday gifts, and the like. If you give your children 
$3,000 as part of your estate plan, you haven't left any 
room for personal gifts. 

If the IRS finds out that you gave your child $3,000 plus' 
personal gifts, they could demand that you pay gift taxes 
on everything over $3,000. They could also insist on 
penalties for not reporting properly. I have always felt that 
it's best to keep estate plan giving down to $2,500 or even 
$2,000 per year depending on what you like to give as 
personal gifts.

PREVENTION OF POISONING 

|EdlforV Note: This column by pharmacist Don 
■ Mendrala of Antioch Drags !• intruded to be 
Informative only and !• not to be construed ae medical 
advice.] 

By Don Mendrala 

Most acute poisonings are accidental and avoidable. 
Keeping household products out of sight (preferably 
locked) can prevent one-fourth of all poisonings due to 
such agents. 

The use of child resistant containers for all drug 
products, as well as for dangerous household products, 
has been the singly most successful means of preventing 
poisonings and decreasing the number x-of deaths. For 
incapacitated patients "(i.e. arthritic patients) every effort 
"should be made to see that containers which can be easily 
opened are obtained. 

.Recent studies have shown that the incidence of 
poisonings due to prescription drugs can be decreased by 
■75% to 90% by the use of child resistant containers. 
. Furthermore, the incidence of aspirin deaths has 
decreased by some 50% since institution of child resistant 
containers. 

USEFUL ADVICE TO HELP AV^piD POISONINGS 

Obtain and use child-resistant containers for drug and 
household products. 

Keep all household products and drugs out of sight, out 
or reach and preferably locked. 

When in use. such items should always be within sight 
of an adult. 

Store internal medicines separately from other drugs. 

Give prescription medications only to the patient for 
whom it was prescribed; always take medications with the 
light on. first reading the label. 

Keep all household products and drugs in original 
containers with appropriate labels (i.e. avoid paint thinner 
in cola bottle). . - ■ -■■* : 

Check medicine cabinet periodically and properly 
discard medicines no. longer used (flush down toilet, rinse 
containers and discard). 

Refer to medicine by proper name, not as "candy," 
when giving it to children. 

In old houses, check for peeling paint — a significant * 
source 06 lead poisoning. 

Work with household chemicals in well ventilated area; 
do not mix chemicals (i.e., bleach and toilet bowl cleaner.) 

Stock a I-07... bottle of syrup of ipecac, U.S. P.
